Right now, the plans call for the 


installation of the bandshell on the 
south side of the park. The park 
board has no desire to disturb the 
war memorials on the north end of 
the- park or does it intend to re- 
move the playground equipment 
now installed there.

board would build an abutment 
bordering the drainage ditch to the 
west side of the park, remove 
come heavy undergrowth to the 
east and level the entire area. 


The area then would be land- 


scaped to create a harmonious 
effect with the bandshell.

dustry. 


The second reservoir of power 


Frazer said, is a spiritual power 
which he termed as a "fifth col 
umn working behind every iron 
curtain, keeping alive the faith anc 
hope of millions who have no oth- 
er luxury than hope."

Senator Says He'll Resume 
Investigations of Army 


CHICAGO Ml—The Tribune said today that Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) 


has announced he will resume his investigation of Communist influ- 
ences in the military upon the completion of hearings in the McCarthy 
army dispute. 


In a dispatch from Washington, 


Willard Edwards'said that McCar- 
thy announced he would summon 
A'rmy Secretary Stevens as the 
first witness in a public hearing to 
determine why Maj. Irving Peress 
received "preferential treatment" 
in the army despite "an open 
Communist record." 


The Tribune said: 
"Now openly at war with the 


Eisenhower 
administration, 
Mc- 


Carthy vowed he would not be 
sidetracked from an inquiry into 
military subversion by the 'tele- 
vised circus' which started April 
22. 


Bulky Report 


"Stevens, McCarthy r e c a l l e d , 


testified that the army-'inspector 
general had compiled a, bulky re- 
port on the Peress case. The con- 
clusions of this report have been 
kept secret. Last week, however, 
a sealed envelope was handed to 
Subcommittee Counsel Ray H. Jen- 
kins. Stevens said it contained the 
names of those responsible In the 
Peress affair.. 
^The 
envelope was stamped 


'confidential' and Jenkins refused 
to open it. No subcommittee mem- 
ber volunteered to open th« en- 


velope in view of statements by 
the White House and Justice de- 
partment that congressional inves- 
tigating committees have no right 
to confidential data and members 
risk criminal prosecution if they 
obtain such information." 


Letter in .Safe 


Sen. Mundt (R-SD), temporary 


chairman of the McCarthy senate 
investigations subcommittee, lock- 
ed the letter in his safe, the 
Tribune said, and said the sub- 
committee ' would have to deter- 
mine in closed session what to do 
with it. 


"McCarthy said he would de- 


mand possession of the letter, if 
the subcommittee refused to open 
it," the Tribune said. "He indicat- 
ed he would have no hesitation in 
viewing, iu contents. 


"The Peress case started this 


whole row," the Tribune quoted 
McCarthy. "The handling of Pe- 
reis, despite an open Communist 
record, sutns up what is wrong in 
the Pentagon in 'dealing with sub- 
versives. I am not going to let this 
present circus before television 
divert me from getting to the bot- 
tom of this CAM,"

Cohn. 27-year-old chief counsel 


to the McCarthy subcommittee, de- 
nied, too, that he ever asked that 
Schine be assigned to the New 
York area—disputing testimiwy of 
both Adams and Stevens. 


Referred Commander • 


During a hammering cross-ex- 


amination from Counsel Ray -H. 
Jenkins. Cohn disclosed he had r«-' 
ferred the name of Schine's regi- 
mental commander at Ft. Dix to 
the McCarthy staff for investiga- 
tion. 


He swore tills action as to Lt. 


Col. Earl L. Ringler was not Se- 
ated, however, to any concern 
over Schine's treatment to Dix. 


He said he took the action be- 


cause he had been told Ringler 
was not in sympathy with the Mc- 
Carthy subcommittee's work and 
lad referred to-H as "* witch 
hunt" and a "red herring." 


Cohn's order for A check on 


Ringler was brought out during 
questioning of the McCarthy^»id« 
about an assertion from an army 
vltness that Cohn -once said Ring- 
er and Capt. Joseph Miller had 
been uncooperative where Schin* 
vas concerned and that he (Cohn) 
would not forget their names. 


That testimony came from Lt. 
ohn Bruce Blount who said Cohn 


made the' statement in objecting

ment for Schine.

Carthy investigating subcommit- 
tee, was on the stand for more 
cross-examination in the 24th day 
of the army-McCarthy hearings. 


Special Counsel Ray H. Jenkins 


recalled Adams' testimony that 
from Nov. 18 to Dec. 8, Cohn re- 
peatedly tried to get Schine as- 
signed to the New York area. 


Schine, w e a l t h y young New 


Yorker, had been a McCarthy sub- 
committee consultant before 
h« 


was drafted into the army Nov. 3. 
The army accuses McCarthy and 
Colin of improper pressure for 
favors for Schine. The McCarthy 
camp counter-charges the army 
used Schine to try to "blackmail"

WASHINGTON tfV- Sen. Fergu-

McCarthy was 
wrong in urging government work- 
ers to supply him with secret in- 
formation regardless of whether 
such action violates a presidential 
directive. 


Ferguson expressed this view to 


White House newsmen after he had 
conferred with President Eisen- 
hower on another matter. Thus, 
Ferguson lined up with two other 
Senate Republican leaders—Sen. 
Knowland of California and Sen. 
H. Alexander Smith of New Jer- 
sey—in criticism of McCarthy's ac- 
tion. 


Invites Information 


McCarthy last week called on all 


federal employes to supply him 
with information bearing on possi- 
ble subversion in; the government 
or elsewhere, even though such ac- 
tion might be contrary to presi- 
dential orders. 


Ally. Gen. Brownell—with Eisen- 


hower's approval—replied that the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment has sole icsponsibihty for 
enforcing the nation's laws, includ- 
ing those dealing with .security. He 
added this responsibility cannot be 
"ursurped" by an individual. 


Asked whether he thought Mc- 


Carthy or the administiation was 
right, Ferguson said: 


"I feel that the congressional in- 


vestigation should certainly try to 
work—and should work—with the 
Executive.

Arthur Dietz, president of Commercial Investment Trust,

Detroit. 


About 35 per cent of American families don't own a car. 


Many of these, of course, are low-income families which 
cannot afford the cost. But millions who could pay the price 


'.apparently won't pay it because they don't think a car is 
worth owning.

According to Dietz, in cities of 500,000 or more. 45 per cent

Even if a familv with a car does manage to work free 


of city snarls, it finds things just about as bad on the park- 
ways and other arteries taking traffic awav from the centers.

To Suit Figure 


When you select a

In choosing A pattern with be 


roming lines, remember tha 
learns arc not the only lines of a 
garment.

To help you choose a pattern 


that is becoming to your figure, 
Ritta Whitesel, clothing specialist, 
University of Illinois, offers these 
luggestions to help you decide 
what lines you 'must avoid and 
what ones are best for you: 
.If your shoulders are narrow, 
you can make them appear wider 
'trith shoulder pads. Try double- 
breastepl jackets, short capes anc 
bright neckwear. Large collars, 
broad lapels and puffed sleeves 
ilso are good. Avoid all of these 
if your shoulders are broad, and 
wear raglan or dolman sleeves, 
halter necklines and narrow lapels. 
Vertical lines in neckwear or trim 
ming will draw the eye away from 
shoulder width. 


If you have a short, plump neck, 


then the V-neckline is best for you 
and It should be very simple. If 
your neck is long and thin, choose 
a high neckline that has soft ruf- 
fles or a collar of contrasting color. 


Do you have a large abdomen? 


Then avoid tight-fitting clothes and 
vertical lines down the 
center 


front that are emphasized by but- 
tons or trimmings. 
Skirts 
with 


soft side drapery or fullness are 
good. 


If your waistline is large, do not 


accent it with wide or contrasting 
belts. Instead, try to achieve an 
unbroken line from shoulder to 
hem by wearing coat-type dresses, 
panel fronts and full-length trim- 
mings. 


If your arms are either extreme- 


ly thin or heavy, don't wear sleeves 
that are very loose or very tight. 
Instead, choose natural, 
soft ef- 


fects. If you are flat chested, don't 
wear tight-fitting blouses. 
Wear 


shirred bodices and fabrics with 
crispness and body to them. 


Vertical lines will lead the eye 


up and down a figure, making the 
wearer appear taller. If, however, 
these lines are evenly spaced and 
there are a great many of them, 
such as pleats, they will lead the 
eye across instead of up and down, 
resulting in added width rather 
than height. On the other hand, 
a horizontal line will add width 
and decrease apparent height. The 
seam of a yoke, a square neckline 
and a wide collar all give horizon- 
tal movement. When there are 
many of these lines and they are 
evenly spaced, they will make the 
figure appear taller. 


Diagonal and radiating lines add 


Interest to a design. 
A long di- 


agonal line extending from your 
shoulder to your waist or to the 
hem of your skirt Will add height. 
However, a short 
diagonal line 


running abruptly from waistline to 
hip, as in a slanted pocket, will 
add width. Radiating lines add 
width to the outer points and mini- 
mize width at the point from which 
they radiate. For example, sev- 
eral darts stitched on the side of a 
dress that radiate from the natural 
waistline to the bust will minimize" 
the width of the waist and increase 
the width of the bust. Likewise, 
folds in a skirt that radiate from 
the waist to the sides of the skirt 
will increase the width of the hips

Remedy'Sirupy 
Pie Fillings 


If your lemon or butterscotch 


puddings or pie fillings are thin 
and sirupy, try using less sugar in 
the mixture. Foods Specialist Pearl 
Janssen, University of Illinois, ex- 
plains that sugar is greedy for 
water and tends to use so much 
that there's not enough left to 
make the starch swell and thicken. 


If the sugar is alieady added, 


add more flour or cornstarch. if 
there is enough starch, it will have 
a sticnger pull on the water than 
the sugar does.* • • 


When you add an acid, such as 


lemon juice, to a starch-thickened 
mixture at the beginning of the 
cooking period, the mixture will 
become thick and then thinner the 
longer you cook it. To prevent this 
thinning and insure better flavor, 
add the acid just before the end of 
the cooking period. 


Foods Specialist Pearl Janssen, 


University of Illinois, explains that 
when the lemon juice'is added at 
the beginning, it has tim« to act 
on the starch and partially change 
it to a nonthickening substance.

Cornstarch has about two times 


the thickening power of flour, so 
when you substitute flour for corn- 
starch in a recipe you will need 
about twice as much flour as corn- 
starch.

Broad Social Security 
Bill Goes Before House 
Would Extend Payments 
To Estimated 10 Million 


WASHINGTON (.?) — Legislation 


to add an estimated 10 million per- 
sons to the social security rolls 
and to boost benefits and taxes 
comes before the house today for 
debate and almost certain passage. 


Drafted by the house ways and 


means committee and' embodying 
in large part recommendations by 
President Eisenhower, the legisla- 
tion has little if any opposition. The 
senate has not acted. 


Besides extending social secur- 


ity coverage to large new groups, 
the legislation would provide for 
increased benefit payments, larger 
annual contributions by employers 
and employes, and a more liberal 
income test for people already re- 
ceiving payments under the 17J/i- 
year-old program. 


Hoost Payments 


A major provision would boost 


fixm $3,600 to $4,200 the maximum 
annual wage on which both bene- 
fits and taxes are based. At the 
present rate of 2 per cent—for 
both workers and employers—tms 
means an additional payment of 
$12 annually into the social secur- 
ity fund by each covered worker 
making $4,200 or more and by his 
employer. 


The new benefit structure would 


boost monthly payments now being 
made to an estimated six million 
persons by a minimum ot $5. The 
new monthly minimum would rise 
from $25 to $30. 


Maximum monthly benefits for 


a retired worker would be hiked 
from $85 to 598.50. 


For covered workers not yet re- 


tired, the maximum monthly bene- 
fit would go up to $$108.50. It now 
is $85. The top for a retired work- 
er and his wife, if she is over 65, 
would jump from $127.50 to $162.75.

Still, it's no'secret that inflation 


in moderation, is more attractive 
to most people than deflation.

Retail trade is 
down, partly
